Applicant’s ehi^f e::.jl;o,ye!e;r!t durihg-his: .spare time from his studies and 
during his locations has been with his father a grocery store. 

He claims, however, that in the Summer of 1931 he wcrked time for 
the Whittier College, interviewing prospective atuaents, Cfhis work was 
done under the supervision of the Acting president at that tiEja, a Dr, 
Herbert Harris. He olaims that in the Summers of 193S end 1933 he rented 
fron^ his father a gasoline filling Btation at 270S Hast Whittier Blvd., 
which he operated on his own aocounti doing business with the Richfield 
Oil Products -Co. In the dimmers of 1934 and 1935 he assisted his father 
in the letter’s grocery store. During the school year of 1935 and 
Suitcier of 1936 he worked as essistaat in the law library at Duke Uni- 
versity, Also during the school year of 1936 and 1937 he did research 
work for the Dean of the Law School. He mentioned that at the time 
he was awarded his Degree at Duke he was elected to membership in the 
Order of Coif, Honorary Lsgnl Prstermity.

Mp, %ss has known Douglas for the past six years. He f irst 
hacame acqnatnteii with kr. Douglas when they entered Qeorg© Wash- 
ington DniyerSity Law School ixi 1931. While in George Wfishlngton 
Lew School, Kir. Souglss was a I'easSnsbly good stadent. He eyl- 
dently liked to hare his good time, but he applied himself well 
enough to get his LL.B Degree in the required three years. While 
in law school, he also did work - working for the Federal Heserve 
Board. He eTidently was satisfsctory in his work with the Federal 
Reserf'e Board since he at the present time has a full-time Job 
with that Board and has held it for the past three years. Mr. Boss 
did not know Tery much concerning Mr. Douglas* early education* 

Douglas is £ resident of Arkansas* His father was 
connected with a nevisnciyar in little lock and Douglas apparentiy 
was a graduate of ths Unlyerslty of Arkansas. 

As to Douglas'' hsbits, which might ha of some hear- 
ing Upon tbs consideration of his application, it Is said, as 
stated before, thet he liked to hsTe a gpod tima. He indulged in 
constderahle drinking and was supposed to hay'© played ai^und some- 
what with the worr,en. I ■understana that ha has not changed sine® 
going to work.

Mr . Nixon's application for the Special Agent position by enclosing a copy 
of the transcript of the Director's introduction of Mr, Nixon before the 
53rd Session of the FBI National Academy . Accordingly, since we have no 
information in file to support the President's 1969 statement as to the reason 
why he was not appointed, it is recommended that in order to be consistent, 
we answer this inquiry in the same fashion as before by furnishing a copy 
of the transcript of the Director's 1954 introduction of Mr. Nixon. If you 
agree, an appropriate letter to Congressman Rees is attached for your 
approval. He is not on any Bureau mailing list, but we have had limited 
contact with Congressman Rees on constituat matters. .

Bitroduction of Vice l^esldent Richard M. Nixon

It's a very special pleasure to introduce tiie next speaker. 

Few young men have forged ahead faster than the man I am about to pre- 
sent. While only 41 he has already lived a lifetime of achievement, and 
in my humble opinion, he is only getting started. He was born in the State 
of California, and ac(^lred his edicatlon the hard way, hie workday start- 
ing at 4:00 a.m. in the store of his father. Through bis struggle for an 
education and a livelihood, &ere was never any wavering of his faith in 
the American way of life which has now become symbolic with his public 
service. He met adversity, and conquered it because his moral fibre was 
strong and his faith in God unwavering. He did his undergraduate work at 
Whittier College in California and then later went to the Duke University 
Law School where he obtained his Bachelor of Laws Degree. He returned 
to Whittier, California, and practiced law and served his country by enlist- 
ing in the Navy, where he was discharged in 1946 as a Lieutenant Commander 
The same year, he was elected to Congress and fiie world now knows of his 
great service on the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Almost 
single-handedly, through his diligent and careful preparation and objective 
approach, he was responsible for the exposure of A%er Hiss, which subse- 
quently led to the conviction of man. Those efforts of his brought down 
upon him the vituperation of all subversives and earned for him die lasting 
hate of the smear artists, but the esteem in which he was held by the decent 
people of the country, and particularly of his home state, rewarded him 
^tth a seat in the United States Senate. In 1952, he was nominated for the 
Vice Presidency and he was elected to Uiat high office. I said In my early
